CSSR and resettle in West Germany. Re eas finally referred to Jaroalar 
urban (DPOBi 18 February 1922* Hrdlaresy, CSSR) at the Aaeoeiatlea of 
CSSR Trade Conpaniee in Frankfurt/Main aad valunteered to do anything 
neeessary to help hie daughter.

DARKOPIL and his wife, to the best of his recollection, attended a total 
*f 25 nestings at Vienna, Lins, Anstettan, Zurich, Rhe inf aides, Prauen- 
fald, Winterthur, Oeneva and St 0 all an. On th* oeenslon of eeoh and 
every remdexvous he reoeived a sun of no— y ranging from 250 to 350 DM. 
DARMOPIL earned 700 DM per nonth with the Judieinry Service. It is 
almost oertain that DARMOPIL *s daughter reoeived payments from the CIS 
as she not only knew about bar father’s activities, but "her address 
would have been Instrumental In arranging oui-of-tum renderrous* . On
